At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  adding  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales.

EXPORTS  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  February  28  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week 
ending  February  17,  1980): 

Wheat:  Buyer  interest  was  fairly  active  with  Egypt  (170,500  metric  tons)  and  Brazil 
(120,000  MT)  the  major  purchaser  as  total  net  sales  rose  by  490,600  MT.  Exports  of 
428,100  MT  continue  weak  to  steady. 

Corn:  The  net  increase  in  outstanding  sales  (1,801,000  MT)  reflects  continuing 
heavy  demand  with  the  EC,  Eastern  Europe,  Spain,  Japan,  and  Korea  all  active 
the  marketplace.  Exports  of  995,700  MT  were  slightly  below  the  previous  13  weeks 
in  which  total  tonnage  exceeded  1  million  MT  per  week. 

Barley:  The  export  market  was  relatively  quiet  with  the  only  significant  activity 
32,700  MT  sales  to  unknown  destinations. 

Rice;  Commercial  sales  were  modest  with  7,500  MT  to  Nigeria  the  single  largest 
transaction.  Total  sales  to  Iraq  rose  as  27,000  MT  were  switched  from  unknown 
destinations.  Exports  (41,000  MT)  were  basically  unchanged  from  the  level  of  the 
past  2  weeks. 

Sorghum:  Trading  interest  was  moderate  as  Mexico  (202,300  MT)  and  Japan  (134,400  MT) 
added  significantly  to  early  purchases.  Spain  and  Taiwan  were  in  the  market  for 
lesser  amounts.  Exports  (330,900  MT)  were  moderately  heavy. 

Soybeans:  Sales  declined  again  this  week.  Active  buyers  included  the  EC  (91,000  MT), 
Spain  (67,800  MT),  and  Japan  (48,500  MT).  Sales  to  unknown  destinations  increased 
slightly  (17,700  MT).  Exports  (789,300  MT)  were  extremely  heavy,  more  than  double 
the  previous  week's  level.  Exports  to  the  EC  rose  to  416,200  MT. 

Soybean  Meal :  Net  sales  (342,800  MT)  reversed  a  downward  drift.  Net  sales  to 
unknown  destinations  increased  by  83,900  MT.  Sales  of  33,000  MT  to  France  resulted 
from  a  change  in  destinations.  The  EC  was  the  largest  buyer  (159,700  MT);  Poland 
(37,800  MT),  Czechoslovakia  (30,600  MT),  and  Bulgaria  (18,000  MT) ,'cOnfi rmed  heavy 
buying  from  Eastern  Europe.  Exports  rose  to  171,000  MT,  largely  on  heavy  shipments 
to  Eastern  Euruope  (94,400  MT). 

Soybean  Oil:  Net  sales  (89,900  MT)  were  unusually  strong.  Sales  to  unknown 
destinations  rose  by  36,000  MT.  Switches  from  unknown  designations  included  China 
(4,000  MT)  and  India  (8,500  MT).  Exports  (51,900  MT)  continued  strong,  particularly 
to  India  (28,500  MT)  and  the  Dominican  Republic  (10,000  MT). 

Cotton:  Sales  activity  was  slow.  MY  1979/80  sales  of  21,600  RB  were  principally 
to  Canada  and  Korea.  MY  1980/81  sales  of  16,800  RB  were  largely  to  France,  Italy, 
Greece,  and  Taiwan.  Exports  continue  large  with  262,700  RB  being  shipped.  Eighty- 
three  percent  went  to  Asia,  including  114,400  RB  to  China  and  13  percent  to  Europe. 

Oats  and  Rye:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
